Crusade Committee Claims to 
Have Caught Manager of

BUY DRINKS AFTER 12 


Harrison Street Police Deaf to 
Offer of Proof, but Justice 
Adams Takes Up

“Ike "’ Bloom, proprietor of the notorious 
Freiberg dance hallin Twenty-second street, 
is at last to be arrested. i 

The vigilance organization which watches 
the Twenty-second street levee, in the words 
of one of the leaders, has “‘ got the goods of 
Bloom."’ While Harrison street detectives 
were unable ot see “ anything wrong ”’ after 
midnight yesterday morning, persons work- 
ing in the interests of the vigilantes secured 
the evidence whfch will, it Is believed, convict 
Bloom. 7 

Warrants for his arrest on charges of vio- 
lating the midnight closing ordinance, and 
of maintaining a disorderly house, were se- 
cured against him yesterday, and today he 
will face Justice Asa G. Adams on these 
charges. The warraats were secured from 
Justice Adams, after the vigilantes received 
what they considered a *‘ frost ” at the Har- 
rison street police station. 


Will Seek to Revoke License. 

After conviction will come the appeal to 
Mayor Harrison to revoke Bloom's liquor 
license. , 

The renewafof the fight on Bloom by Mich- 
igan avenue residents, headed by the Rev. 
Johnston Myers, has been carefully planned. 
In the gecent prosecutions of the divekeeper 
the important witnesses, for significant rea- 
sons, failed to testify against Bloom on the 
witness stand. In order to prevent a similar 
miscarriage In the present fight the witnesses 
have been required to make affidavits of their 
testimony at the time the warrants were 
issued. 

Edwin Pierce, together with another man 
and two women, secured the evidence. These 
four spent Thursday night in Bloom’s place. - 
They have made affidavit that the dance hall 
was on that night a disorderly house in the 
specific sense of that term. They also de- 
clare they bought whisky at 1 o'clock yes- 
terday morning.

Pennsylvania Company to Dupli- 
cate Pittsburg-Chicago Line. 


GETS $50,000,000 FOR WORK 


Traffic Facilities, When Completed, 
Will Double Capacity. 


New York, Feb. 5.—[{Special.]}—The an- 
nouncement was made today that the Penn- 
sylvania railroad system had negotiated a 
loan of $50,000,000 and that short time notes 
have been taken in security. The purpose of 
this loan according to an official. statement 
issued at Philadelphia was to supply the 
Pennsylvania company with money to bond 
a practically new line between Pittsburg and 
Chicago. 


Pennsylvania's new loan was the result of a 
“treaty of peace between the Pennsylvania 
and George J. Gould. It was stated a portion 
of the $50,000,000 would be used by the Nor- 
folk and Western for the purchase of the 
Western Maryland and West Virginia Cen- 
tral railroads. 


_ Duplicate Route to Chicago. 

An official of the Pennsylvania railroad de- 

nied the borrowed money would bé used to 
buy Gould railroad properties east of Pitts- 
burg. In speaking of the purpose of the 
loan he called attention to the last annual] re- 
port of the Pennsylvania railroad company 
issued in March, 1903. 
’ In this report A. J. Cassatt in outlining the 
improvements contemplated, after stating 
that $67,000,000 would be required for im- 
provements east of Pittsburg exclusive of 
New York terminal improvements, said: 

“ Extensive improvements also will be re- 
quired on your leased lines west of Pitts- 
burg, part of the funds for which will have 
to be supplied by yourcompany. In addition 
to double tracking material portions of the 


| existing roads, it is proposed to proceed at 


once to construction of .a new line, about 
sixty miles in length, between a point on the 
Fort Wayne road, near Enon, and Red Bank, 
Pa., where it will connect with your Alle- 
gheny Valley railway.”

San Domingo Insurgents Kill an 
American Naval Officer. 


STEPS TO AVENGE DEATH. 


United States Minister Demands Dras- 
tic Measures Be. Taken. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

SAN DOMINGO, Feb. 1.—[Delayed.}—The. 
insurgents this morning deliberately fired on 
the launch of the auxiliary cruiser Yankee, 
killing J. C. Johnston, the engineer and 
wounding a marine; The bullet entered 
Juhnston’s head above the eye. 

United States Minister Powell has directed 
the captain of the Yankee to take drastic 
measures to avenge Johnston’s death and 
this insult to the American flag. Foreigners, 
and Americans especially, express great sur- 
prise that the commander of the Yankee did 
not demand immediate satisfaction for the . 
inexcusable act. 

The United States cruiser Columbia has 
landed marines to protect the Germans in 
the suburbs. Parleta, one of the suburbs, 
is burning. The insurgents have made des- 
perate but unsuccessful efforts to set the 
city on fire by means of shelis. Pighting is 
going on continually, with no appreciable 
advantage on either side. The city land side 
is surrounded by insurgents. 


Pillage Outside City. 

All the houses outside the city walls have 
been pillaged. The insurgents are desperate 
and are destroying.foreign property wherever 
they find it. Mr. Powell has received urgent 
appeals to protect foreign property against 
this pillaging. and the Columbia may be: 
compelled to land marines to do so. 

The funeral of Johnston was held Wednes- 
day morning. The body was escorted to 
Santa Barbara cemetery by a detachment 
of marines, blue jackets, and officers from 
the Yankee, headed by the ship's band. 
There were in all 100 men from the cruiser 
in the cortége. United States Minister Pow- 
ell, the American consul and vice consul, and 
nearly all the diplomatic and consular rep- 
resenf&tives here went to the funeral. 


Escort at Funeral. 

The provisional government sent a detach- 
ment of troops to act as an escort. The 
flags over the governmental buildings and 
the various consulates were at half mast. 

A German steamer from Europe was obliged 


to leave the port with its cargo on board, be- 


cause the crews of the lighters refused to 
work on account of being exposed to the in- 
surgents firing from Across the river. :

Mr. Gardner explained the composition of 
his novel drink. A portion of esculin fluo- 
rescent chemical was dissolved in each glass 
of. water. In the glass was a tiny tube con- 
taining a minute portion’of radium. The ra- 
dium, acting on the esculin, caused the con- 
tents of the glass to glow in the darkness. 

Then there appeared in the darkness a 
skeleton=jumping jack, which waved its 
arms and legs and waggled its head. In 
another part of the room suddenly appeared 
a second skeleton, which remained motion-— 
less, but sufficiently ghostlike to frighten 
any unwarned audience.

Prices Go Crashing Down 
While Brokers Flood Pit 
with Their Holdings. 


D.J.SULLY MEETS DEFEAT 


Bull Leader Sees Figures Drop 
Until Net Loss for Slump. 
Is $17.50 a Bale.

New York, Feb. 5.—[Special.}—Utter de- 
moralization reigned in the cotton exchanges 
in this city and New Orleans today. Prices 
went crashing downward, while brokers 
recklessly flooded the market with thousands 
of bales of cotton. There seemed no bottom 
to the disastrous slump which took place be- 
tween 11 o’clock and noon. Where a few 
days before cotton was selling at 17% cents 
a pound the same options were being offered 


of them, at 13% and 14 cents a pound. 
Never in the wildest moments of the great 
cotton speculation, which has lasted now 
more than a year, were the scenes today on 
the local cotton exchange duplicated. Vainly 
did the cotton leader, D. J. Sully, strive to 
rally the bull forces after the market began 
to slump. - He appeared in person at the ring- 
side and threw his whole soul into an effort 
to stem the current, but his efforts were with- 
out avail. It would have taken the resources 
of the nation’s treasury to buy the cotton that 
was hurled on the market. Pent up supplies, 
accumulated after months of speculative pur- 
chases, were let loose, ahd its volume swept 
everything before it. 3 | 


Sully Movement in Collapse. 


It was a collapse of the Sully movement, 
coupled with selling by the followers of the 
cotton king in this city and by the coors 

n 
New Orleans prices declined 180 points, near- 
ly 2 cents a pound from the high prices of 
the morning. In this market the heaviest 
decline amounted to 157 points, or 1% cents 
a pound. These declines, coming on top of 
the successive decines Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, and Thursday, brought the prices of 
the staple down 350 points for the week, or 
$17.50 a bale. 

The most dramatic feature of the panic 
was the withdrawal of the bull leader from 
the pit after he vainly had tried to stop the 
flood of sellingt Overwhelmed by offerings 
and realizing the fever to sell would have 
to spend itself, Sully retired from the ring. 
It was his first defeat, and it was a signal 
one. 

But Sully has not given up all hope. In 
the afternoon, when matters had quieted, he 
again renewed his efforts to rally the wan- 
ing enthusiasm of his followers. It was 
significant to note that prices for the lead- 
ing speculative options closed nearly % 
of a cent above the low points of the day. 
Sully said it was a panic, that’s all, and the 


situation was just as strong as ever. 


Bull Leader Checks Panic. 

New Orleans, La., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—W. 
F’. Brown, the “ bull " leader, today exhibited 
extraordinary generalship during the panic 
at the New Orleans cotton exchange when 
he mounted a chair at the side of the ring 
around which were assembled scores of pan- 
ic stricken operators, and in a clear voice 
urged the brokers to stand by each other, and 
thus prevent almost certain ruin. 

His speech was short, but had its effect, and 
brought quiet out of a terrible uproar.

SENATE APPROVES FAIR LOAN. 


Fund of $4,600,000 Is Left in Urgent 
Deficiency Appropriation 
Bill. 


Washington, D, C., Feb. 5.—[S8pecial.]— 
Both branches of congress were in session 
today. The most important matters dis- 
posed of were as follows: 

SENATE—The political debate on the proposed 
loan of $4,600,000 to the St. Louis exposition, 
which has been in progress on a point of order 
for the last three days, came to a close through 
a vote which left the provision in the urgent 
deficiency appropriation bill, which was passed. 
Mr. Patterson of Colorado made a speech, in 
which, while he charged the panic of 1893 to the 
anti-silver agitation in this and other countries, 
announced that he was not in favor of another 
democratic pronouncement for silver. 

HOUSE—The agricultural appropriation bill was 
passed practically as it came from the committee. 
Mr. Sheppard, a young member from Texas, 
strove to:make a réform in‘the system of seed 
distribution or to abolish # altogether. During 
the debate -he said that one request for seeds 
received-by him was accompanied by a demand 
for a sit of clothes. Mr. Chandler of Mississippi 
admitted that one request he received included a 
new hat for an applicant and for his wife. The 
distribution of blackleg virus, good roads, and 
other topics were discussed. 


AIMS BLOW AT THE TRUSTS. 


Hearst Offers Bill in Congress Making 
Changes in the Sherman 
Law. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—Representative 
Hearst of New York introduced a bill today 
to empower United States attorneys to en- 
force the act to protect trade and cammerce 
against unlawful restraints and monopolies. 
The bill amends the Sherman anti-trust law 
so as to vest United States Circuit courts 
with jurisdiction to prevent violations of the 
act. It makes it the duty of district at- 
torneys to institute proceedings in equity 
to prevent such violations. The proposed 
amendment exempts trade unions.

IOWA ASKED TO ESTABLISH A 
SCHOOL OF MATRIMONY. 


Bill Introduced in the Legislature 
Providing for a State Director of 
Marriage. Reform Instruction—Can- 
didates for Wedded Bliss Are Ex- 
pected to Take. a Course of Lec- 
tures and Receive Diploma to Pre- 
sent When They Apply for License. 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 5.—[{Special.]—A 
school for matrimony, at which young men 
and women desiring to enter the wedded 
state are expected to take a course of in- 
struction and receive a diploma, is proposed 
in a bill introduced in the legislature today 
by Representative Dashiel, who is a phy- 
sician himself. 

The bill provides for the appointment by the 
governor of a “state director of marriage 
reform instruction.’”” The director is to serve 
for five years and-receive a salary of $2,000 
per year, with an assistant at $1,000 per year. 

His duties are to be to ** formulate a course 
of instruction-for candidates for matri- 
mony,’ and furnish the same to every rep- 
utable physician in the state. ’ 

The candidates for matrimony may take 

the course and receive the certificate, which 
may be presented to the clerk of the courts, 
who will issue a marriage license. 
If the candidate refuses to take the course 
of inst tion he may file & written protest 
with the clerk and the license may issue, but 
the protést is to be filed with the state. di- 
rector.

After it has been 
adopted by the council the efforts will be 
made to collect rent from the establishments 
now using space under sidewalks and from 
any other citizens who may enjoy privileges 
without paying compensation. 

Switchtracks and street vacations have 
been paid for usually, but the committee 
wants a definite rate established. From ail 
the sources from which miscellaneous rev- 
enue can be obtained it is estimated that 
the city can secure an annual income of 
approximately $500,000. The more sanguine 
estimate has been $1,000,000.

HUMOR AND WISDOM OF J. ADAM BEDE. 
The maiden speech of Representative J. 
Adam Bede of Minnesota, made last week 
when the house was considering the urgent 
Weficiency bill in committee of the whole, 
ranged from Hawaii to Canada and from 
the farmers of Minnesota to the leaders of 
‘the democracy.

Compliments and thanks to the Washing- 
ton Post for the faithful reproduction of 
an editorial article from THe CHICAGO 
Trrpune concerning the foreign policy of 
out government. The need of banishing 
party politics from the discussion of our 
relations to other nations is a favorite sub- 
ject. The Post indicates mild dissent from 
Tum Taincne’s. views, but it is so extremely 
amiable about it that we are constrained to 
believe it is glad of an opportunity to get 
them before the Washington public. Still, 
it is scarcely fair to imply that Tus TRrB- 
UNE or any other sane newspaper believes 
the senators should on all occasions defend 
the foreign policies of the administration, 
right or wrong. Nobody believes that, but 
many believe that senAtors should defend or 
oppose on their merits the foreign policies 
of the: goyernment. No consideration of 
party advantage should influence the votes 
of senators; no party*question should he 


dragged into the forum when the honor of 


the country is concerned. ; 
‘The Washington Post chooses for .the 
purposes of argument to assume good 
naturedly that Tus Trrsune was criticis- 
ing Senator Hoar when it referred to sen- 
ators who were opposing the foreign policy 
of the government for partisan reasons. 
Now, Tus Trisune is able to keep its en- 
thusiasm for Senator Hoar well under con- 
trol. It holds that he long ago outlived his 
usefulness as a senator. He is an obstrue- 
tionist. His constant motto is, “ I object.” 
He doesn’t faithfully represent any state in 
the union or any considerable part of a 
state. From the day of the first Chinese 
exclusion bill, when Mr. Hoar advocated 
the unlimited immigration of Chinese, so 
that they might be “ converted on the spot,” 
until now, the senator has been almost con- 
stantly “the party of the third part.” He 
is exceedingly popular with the democratic 
newspapers, and more often than not gives 
expression to their views with singular 
felicity. j 
But Tue Tripvne, in the article referred 
to, was not thinking of Hoar. If there was 
any “ picture next its heart ” it was that of 
Senator Gorman. This honorable states- 
man, who was appointed to the leadership 
of the democratic party in the senate less 
than a year ago, is naw demanding and re- 
ceiving much public Attention. It used to 
be the boast of southern warriors that they 
would die in the last-ditch. Senator Gor- 
man has died in the first ditch. . Ne sooner 
was he appointed leader than he looked for 
a nice, soft, muddy place in which to spread 
his mantle, and he feund it promptly. It 
was the first ditch he came to, the Panama 
ditch. He led his cohorts in with him. 
Some of them are still floundering in the 
mire, but others have climbed out on the 
right side, the administration side, the prom- 
ised land, where foreign policies are consid- 
ered with reference to their bearings on the 
welfare of the whole country, and not solely 
as affecting the transient interests of one 
party in the United States. Senator Gor- 
man has split-his party hopelessly in less 
than a twelvemonth on the first important 


Manifestly he is a first ditch leader, blind of 
one eye and deficient of vision in the other. 
He ought to abdicate, get out, quit, seat, and 
permit his party to choose another leader 
who can at least see beyond the end of his 
own nose when interests of this great coun- 
try in its dealings with other nations are at 
stake. 


A NEW SCHEME FOR CHURCH UNION. 


There have been many schemes proposed 
of late looking towards the union of certain 
religious denominations, and many strong 
inducements, have been set forth to bring 
about such combinations, but up to this 
time the various schemes have been fruit- 
less. Not discouraged by past failures, Dr. 
Amory H. Bradford, moderator of the Con- 
gregational national council, makes a propo- 
sition in the current issue of the Inde- 
pendent which should attract attention be- 
cause of its simplicity, directness, and rea- 
sonableness as well as of its businesslike 
character. | 

» Dr. Bradford suggests that past failures 
have been principally due to the mistake of 
trying to unite denominations which are 
farthest apart Instead of those which are 
nearest together, and that “ there is most 
hope of success where there is least resist- 
ance,” which would seem to be good com- 
mon sense. Starting from this standpoint

He says: “* Let the Baptists decide 
to do what is already a common practice in 
at least one Congregational church, baptize 
with little water those who believe in that 
system and with much water those who pre- 
ferthe more. And let them leave to parents 
to: decide as to the baptism of infants. Tet 
Congregationalists be willing to-immerse 
those who prefer immersion and cease’to 


tism, always insisting on the sanctity of the 
individual conyiction,”’ 
“As to the desirability of church union 
there can be no question, and up te this time 
no one has proposed a more reasonable basis 
than that advocated by Pr. Bradford— 
namely: combination on the lines of least re- 


sistance. If a union cannot be made on that 


question that has come up for decision. | 


he believes that union between Presbyte- | 


émphasize the inrportance of infant 
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basis it is doubtful whether union ever can 
be made. If it could be effected it might 
prepare the way for more difficult combina- 
tions. As it is, it will probably depend upon 
the leaders rather than the laymen. There 
is good peason to believe the latter, who are 
not much concerned with theological tech- 
nicalities, would welcome such a union. 


TOLERATING STENCHES. 

If any one wishes to see a piece of “ orna- 
mental legislation” that completely tran- 
scends all previous legislative artistic efforts, 
he turn toa map of the rendering plant 
district that has just been devised by a sub- 
committee of the judiciary committee of the 
city council. Asa topographical decorative 
design, that district will long remain the 
enyy and the despair of the gerrymander 
artists of the world. : 

The boundary line makes almost forty 
turns. It doubles, and sometimes nearly 
trebles, on itself in its determination to in- 
clude all the rendering plants now in ex- 
istence. It looks like the paper trail of a 
game of hare and hounds. It chases along 
streets, skulks through alleys, plunges into 
the west fork of the south branch, skirts a 
series of railroad tracks, destroys the scent 
by diving into the south fork of the south 
branch, tries in vain to get another water 
hazard by following the bed of the Illinois 
and Michigan canal, and finally rounds up 
at its starting point after having distanced 
all pursuers, The district outlined by it 
looks like an octopus in convulsions. 

One reason why such a district became 
possible even as a suggestion is to be found 
in the character of the delegations which 
waited upon the subcommittee of the 
judiciary committee day before yesterday. 
There was but one representative of the 
interests of the public. There were at least 
twelve. representatives of the interests of 
the rendering plant firms. The public, in 
thé~person of the secretary of the civic fed- 
eration, was completely submerged. The 
children of darkness, as usual, were much 
wider awake than the children of light. 
The children of, light need a few night 
hawks who will keep out of bed and see 
what the children of darkness are doing. 

Fortunately the game is not yet played 
out. Before the new district is accepted by 
the whole judiciary committee and then by 
the council the public has a chance to rub its 
eyes, swallow a “‘ corpse reviver,”’ and nerve 
itself to the task of staying awake. There 
is no doubt that some kind of ordinance will 
be passed. The ordinance now in the city 
code is invalid. It discriminates in favor of 
the rendering plants now built against the 
rendering plants which may be built in the 
future. It Is a piece of careless, defective 
legislation. The only weapon which the 
city now has against rendering plants is the 
police power. It can declare a rendering 
plant a nuisance. This power is, of course, 
ample. It ought, however, to be strength- 
ened by an ordinance setting aside a dis- 
trict within which rendering plants, if not 
declared to be nuisances, may exist and 
outside of which they will not under any 
circumstances be tolerated. Then, no mat- 
ter how good natured—or evil natured—our 
city officials may be, there will be only one 
part of town in which they can connive at 
ynnecessary and dangerous rendering plant 
stenches., 

At present many rendering plants are in 
neighborhoods where they ought not to be. 
If the new ordinance allows them to remain 
in those neighborhoods it will have done a 
great injustice to the comfort and to the 
health of many citizens. Let the judiciary 
eommittee bear this in mind. Let the ordi- 
nance which it recommends be reasonable, 
even if thereby it loses some of that charm- 
ing ornamental quality, some of that grace- 
ful abandon of free hand drawing which 
now characterizesit.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENDY | | 
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MPEROR WILLIAM has been singu- 
larly fortunate in his selection of 
Prince Maximilian Egon Fuersten- 
berg for the post of grand marshal 
of his court, an office which — 7 

t for a number of years past, an 
whieh is superior to all the other dignities 
of the imperial court. For the prince is 
colossally rich, and as great &@ favorite at 
the court of Vienna and at that of St. James 
as he is with Emperor William. Chief of 
one of those formerly sovereign and now 
mediatized familits of Germany, he is de-~ 
scended from one of the principal magnates 
of the court of Charl e, and has among 
his ancestors St. Louis of France and sev- 
eral of the German emperors. In fact, there 
probably is no mediatized house in Germany 
that is possessed of a more illustrious and 
historic lineage than that of Fuerstenberg. 

Prince Maximilian holds commissions in 
the German as well as in the Austrian ar- 
mies, and occupies seats in the house of 
lords of Prussia, Austria, Wiirtemberg, and 
Baden, in ali of which countries he possesses 
great estates. Especially large and valuable 
is his property in Bohemia, where he has 
been looked upon as a champion of German 


of the Czechs. Indeed, at one moment his 
name was mentioned as a likely candidate 
for the Austrian premiership. The Fuer- 
stenbergs have a superb palace at Berlin, 
which, however, remained closed for sev- 
eral years owing to the quarrel of its for- 
mer owner, the late Prince Charles Fuer- 
stenberg, with Emperor William. Prince 
Charles resented the kaiser’s attempt to 


gance on the part of the officers of the regi- 
ment to which he belonged,’ and accordingly 
closed his palace at Berlin and resigned his 
commission in the army. His widow, a 
sister of the present duke of Talleyrand- 
Perigord, is now married to Count Jean de 
Castellane, brother of Boni de Castellane, 
who married Anna Gould. 


Prince Maximilian Egon, the present head 
of the family, is married to one of the 
Austrian Countesses Schonborn, a beauti- 
ful woman, by whom he has Several children, 
and with whom he spends each year a few 
weeks in his palace at Vienna in the Gisela- 
strasse. His favorite home, however, is at 
his magnificent castle of Donaueschingen, | 
in the grand courtyard of which is the source 
of the River Danube, the spot being indi- 
cated by an exquisite group of marble statu- 
ary, as well as by a large balustrade of mar- 
ble. For several years past Emperor Will- 
jam has made a point of spending a week 
each autumn at Donaueschingen withthe 
prince and princess for the sake of the shoot- 
ing, and is never tired of expressing his ad- 
miration for the priceless gobelin tapes- 
tries and the art treasures with which the 
palace is filled from cellar to garret. Don-. 
aueschingen is, however, only one of the 
many palaces and chateaux of the prince, 
one of which in particular, Heiligenberg, 
surpasses in grandeur and in stateliness, as 
well as in internal riches, the palaces of 
many of the reigning sovereigns of Europe. 
_ The prince and princess will bring addi- 
tional brilliancy to the kaiser’s court, and, 
as thé duties now assumed by the prince | 
will entail his -spending much of his time 
at Berlin, the Fuerstenberg palace there ts 
likely to become once more a great social 
center. 


Prince Victor of Italy, count of Turin, 
who is well remembered in the United States, 
where he spent some time traveling about 
five years ago, has just been promoted by 
his cousin, King Victor Emmanuel, to the 
rank of general. The advancement is well 
deserved. For the prince is a most capable 
and dashing cavalry officer, who takes much 
interest and pride in his profession. The 
rumors concerning his marriage with Prin- 
cess Louise, youngest sister of the duke of 
Orleans, still continue to circulate. But 
there have been so many stories of the kind 
current in times past that it will be well 
to avoid giving any undue importance there- 
to until his engagement is Officially an- 
nounced, 


Son and grandson of noblemen who had 
filled the office of grand master of the cere- 
monies tO kings of France, the late Marquis 
de Dreux-Breze, who just died at the age 
of 90, may be considered as having been a 
link with the past. In his boyhood he was a 
page of honor to King Charles X. of France, 
and subsequently acted as chief of the house- 
hold, and as grahd master of the ceremonies 
to that comte de Chambord, who as a child 
reigned for twenty-four hours over France 
as King Henry, V., after the abdication of 
his grandfather, Charles X., in his favor, 
and who was the last of the senior French 
line.of the house of Bourbon. 

The late marquis was a little bit of a man, 
whose appearance and measured gait in- 
variably Suggested that, as in the case of 
King Louis XIV., he would be vastly im- 
proved by one of those full bottomed, long, 
flowing wigs and eighteenth century cos- 
tumes which served to make “le grand 
monarque ”’ so impressive a figure, Up to 
the day of the count de Chambord’s death 
he was his principal representative in 
France, and was wont to spenda portion of 
each year with his royal master at Frohs- 
dorff and at Goritz, in Austria. He continued 
to serve, though with considerably less en- 
thusiasm, the late comte de Paris, but had 
declined to have anvthing whatsoever to 
do with the present duke of Orleans. : 

The marquisate of the family dates from 
the year 1685, when the noble houses of 
Iyreux and Breze were united by marriage,

Among the most highly prized possessions 
of the late marquis, and which now passes on 
to his eldest son, was the heart of Voltaire, 
which he inherited from his uncle, Mgr. de 
Dreux-Breze, bishop of Moulins, a number of 
years ago. It may be remembered that Vol- 
taire on one occasion expressed the earnest | 
desire to see the last noble in France hanged 
with a rope made of the hide of the last 
priest. It is curious under the circumstances

The 
court declined to give any decision tn the 
matter on the ground that titles are not 
recognized as such by the republic. But the 
marquis, although he did not get a verdictin 
his favor, nevertheless accomplished his

Although the late Baron Hirsch was by no 
means a fervent or devout member of his 
faith, yet I do not think he would have pre- 
cisely, relished the conversion of the elder 
of his two adopted sons, Baron Raymond de 
Forest, to the Roman Catholic church as a 
preliminary to his marriage to the Hon.

BAKED BEAUTY. 


This is Helen Campbell's recipe for a baked 
fish. See that the fish is properly cleaned. 
Wash in salted water and wipe dry. For 
stuffing for a fish from four to six pounds 
take four lage crackers or four ounces bread 
erumbs, one-fourth pound salt pork, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-half teaspoon pepper, one 
tablespoon chopped parsley, or one teaspoon 
thyme. Chop half the pork fine, mix with 
the crumbs and seasoning, using half a cup 
water to mix them, or a beaten egg. Put 
this dressing Into the body of the fish, which 
is then to be fastened together with a skewer. 
Cut the remainder of the pork in narrow 
strips ahd lay it in gashes cut across the 
back of the fish, about two inches apart. 
Dredge thickly with flour, using about two 
tablespoons. Put a tin baking sheet in the 
bottom of a pan, as without it the fish cannot 
easily be taken up. Lay the fish on this. 
Pour a cup of bolling water into the pan and 
bake in a hot oven one hour, basting it often 
that the skin may not crack, and at the end 
of half an hour dredging again with flour, re- 
peating this every ten minutes till the fish Is 
done, If the water dries away add enough 
to preserve the original quantity. When the 
fish is done slide it carefully from the tin 
sheet on to a hot platter. Set the baking 
pan on top of the stove. Mix one teaspoon 
flour with one-fourth cup cold water and stir 
into the boiling gravy. A tablespoon walnut 
or mushroonr catsup or of Worcestershire 
sauce may be added if Hiked. Serve hot. 

Before sending a baked fish to table take 
out the skewers. The string can be cut and 
removed before serving. If any is left it can 
be warmed in the remai-s of the gravy, or, if 
this has been used, make/a gravy of one cup 
hot water, thickened with one teaspoon flour 
or cornstarch stirred smooth first in a little 
cold water. Add one tablespoon butter and 
any catchup or sauce desired. Take all 
bones from the fish, break it up in smal)! 
pieces, and stew not over five minutes in the 
gravy. In it can be mixed with an equal 
amount of mashed potato or bread crumbs, 
a cup of milk and an egg added, with a tea- 
spoon of salt and a saltspoon of pepper, and 
baked until brown—about fifteen minutes— 
in a hot oven.

FISH IN A MOLD,—This is a French dish. 
Make a good cream sauce by chopping finely 
one onion, one shallot, and one small carrut. 
Cut into small dice oné ounce lean ham or 
bacon and color all in ene ounce butter; add 
tablespoon flour, stir until it commencés to | 
boil; in another pan reduce by one-half a 
tumblerful ef vinegar, with a leaf of laurel, 
one ounce thyme, and ten pepper corns 
crushed. Add this infusion to the sauce, let 
it reduce to two-thirds, and pass through a 
strainer. If not sufficiently spiced add a 
little white pepper. At the last moment add 
a cupful of cream and let simmer a short 
time. Let it cool, stirring frequently to pre- 


by degrees to one pound fish paste. This 
is made with one-half pound flesh of figh, one- 
quarter pound panada, three ounces butter, 
salt, pepper, nutmeg. Cut the fish in small 
pieces; season it with salt, pepper, nutmeg; 
pound it in a mortar till it is quite smooth; 
pass through a fine sieve; put the panada in 
the mortar; add by degrees, pounding all 
the time, the butter and the fish paste. When 
all is well mixed add the eggs, one by one, 
never ceasing to pound. Before taking the 
force’from the mortar it is safer to try its 
consistency and seasoning. Take a piece as 
big as a walnut; poach it for five minutes in 
boiling water salted. If it is not sufficiently 
firm add the yolk of an egg and a pinch of 
flour; mix well. 

For the panada for the paste take two 
ounces flour, the yolk of an egg, three-quar- 
ter cup milk, piece of butter the size of a 
walnut, a pinch of salt. Buttes the bottom 
of a small stewpan; add the flour, egg, and 
salt; mix all well with the milk;’ stir all con- 
tinually with a wooden spoon until it forms 
a thick paste without lumps and detaches 
the from the saucepan. Let it quickly 
cool. 

The cream sauce is mixed in by degrees 
to the fish paste, stirring all the time with a 
wooden spoon. See if sufficiently seasoned. 
Butter well a mold with or without a cylin- 
Ger; fill it to within an inch of the top with 
the mixture; put the mold into a bain marie 
or saucepan containing water, reaching to 
half the height of the mold; bring it to the 
boil; remove to the side of the fire, covering 
tightly; then keep it just bubbling for three- 
quarters of an hour. It should then be firm 
to the touch. Before arranging it let the 
mold remain an instant out of the water, 
then pass a small knife round it to loégen 
it from the mold. Make a rich, white sauce; 
add a few capers. Pour a little sauce over 
the fish mold; serve the rest in a sauce boat. 
Of course, the fish must be turned out of the 
mold before serving. 


ENGLISH IDEAS. 


FrIsH CURRY.—One small apple, one-half 
pint fish stock or water, lemon juice, six 
ounces cooked fish, one-half ounce butter, 
one-half ounce flour, one teaspoon. curry 
powder, one-half teaspoon chutney, one 
onion. Remove all skin from the fish, break 
into flakes, and weigh. Melt the butter in 
a small stewpan, chop the apple and onion 
rather small, and fry them in it for a few min- 
utes. Then add the curry powder, chutney, 
flour, and mix ‘with an iron spoon until 
smooth. Add the stock and stir till boiling, 
seasoning to taste with pepper and salt. 
Simmer about twenty minutes, until the ap- 
ple and onion are quitetcooked, put in the 
fish, and let it thoroughly heat in the sauce. 
Add last a squeeze offlemon juice. Serve 
in a hot dish with rice<border. 

FISH MACARONI.—One-half pound fish, 
uncooked or cooked, one-quarter pound mac- 
aroni, one-half pint white sauce, one-hal? 
ounce butter, lemon juice, grated lemon rind, 
one tablespoon bread crumbs. Put the ma2a- 
roni into a saucepan of hot water and boil 
until quite sofe, drain and chop it rather 
sinall. Remove all skin and bone from the 
fish and cut it into small pieces, or, if cooked, 
break it into flakes. Grease a baking dish 
and putin half the fish, seasoning with pep- 
per, salt, a little grated lemon rind, and 
lemon juice. Next put in one-half the maca- 
roni and one-half the sauce, then the re- 
mainder of the fish, more seasoning, and the 
rest of the sauce and macaroni. Sprinkle 
the bread crumbs over the top and place the 
butter on in small pieces. Wipe round the 
edges of the baking dish and bake in a 
moderate oven fifteen minutes if the fish is 
cooked and one-half hour if uncooked. 
Prown nicely and serve hot, garnished with 
parsley.

| NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 
A Delightful Concert. 

A program of unusual attractiveness, a 
soloist of exceptional powers, and an audi- 


ence of fine proportions—such was the happy | 


combination at the Auditorium yesterday 
afternoon, when the Chicago orchestra held 
its fourteenth public rehearsal. The result 
was two hours of enjoyment. 

The listener was’asked to begin with Bach 
and to end with Richard Strauss, but so 
admiraby had Mr. Thomas selected the com- 
posers and the compositions, to make easy 
this transition from the ‘beginning of 
things ’”’ musical to the tonal creations of 
the present day that the journey down the 
path the divine art has followed in its de- 
velopment was in the highest degree pleas- 
urable. For in all of the works heard yes- 
terday there is melody—yes, even in the 
Strauss tone poem. 


The mighty Richard the Second has come 
to be thought by many to be little other than 
a gorgeous colorist, but he is the writer, too, 
of some wondrous, haunting melodies. And 
nowhere has this gift of his—the gift that 
entitles. him to place among the great—been 
more tellingly shown than in that first of 
his tone poems—his ‘‘ Don Juan.”’ There are 
melodies there thet are of rare loveliness— 
melodies which have a potency that enables 
them to fire the soul, while they may not 
have the melting sweetness of those penned 
by Mozart in his violin concerto or the 
mystical dream compelling magic that lies 
in those Schubert caught from some sphere 
above the earth, and imprisoned for man's 
delight in the “‘ unfinished ’’ symphony. 

Rarely has an afternoon of music been 
more satisfying in every way,than was that 
spent listening to Mr. Thomas and his men 
yesterday. The Bach B minor suite was 
like a tonic—a tonic that, while it sparkles, is 
not without its pleasing tang of bitter. It 
was played in true virtuoso style, and its 
busy, merry spirit captivated the audience. 
The Sehubert symphony Was a masterpiece 
of technical and interpretative perfection, 
and the Strauss poem caught the hearers 
ini its superb sweep and carried them into 
forgetfulness of all around them. 

- 

The soloist of the afternoon was the young 
French violinist, Jacques Thibaud. He had 
come accredited exceptionally, and he proved 
himself worthy of all the fame that had 
preceded him. A tone of more perfect puri- 
ty and of more unfailing beauty the music 
lover could not ask to hear. It is a large 
tone, too, warm, full, and of wondrous 
sweetness. There is virility and poetry back 
of that tone—not overpowering passion or 
dramatic intensity, but manliness and vigor 
in ample measure. It is violin playing such. 
as satisfies and gleddens, playing that is 
complete in its every element—poised, fin- 
ished, temperamental, and invariably beau- 
tiful. The Mozart concerto could not have 
an interpretation more admirable in style, 
more exquisite in tonal smoothness, and bet- 
ter balanced as regards poetry and imagina- 
tion. The audjence was fittingly enthusias- 
tic, and its enthusiasm earned it excellent 
performances of a Sarabande and a Gavotte 
of Bach.

state they would not care to run, as prac- 
tically no wheat is offered them. The other 
mills are shut down because farmers have 
little back and are holding until they have 
to sell it. Pennsylvania farmers ag gener- 
ally pretty free seers aroun 
and farmers in Pennsylvania are in closer 
touch. than some people in other communi- 
ties, and the farmer generaily takes his views 
from the miller. Of the few mills running 
the majority are grinding part Kansas 
wheat. In northern Pennsylvania mills are 
grinding spring wheat, no No. 2 red being 
available.
